MANY CHANCES. 
IN TARIFF BILL 


Brief Summary Is Made 
by Senator Aldrich. 


He Claims That in Main the 
Senate Rates Are Lower 
Than Those in the Payne 
Measure—Only a Few In- 
creases Have Been Made.

Washington, April 12.—The amended 
tariff bill is now on the sémate calendar 
and by agreement reached om the floor, 
comsideration of the measure wit] begin 
on Tharsday. 

The béll was laid before the finance 
committee, with the democratic mem- 
bers present, at |0 o’/clock this morning 
amd after thirty minutes’ parieying a 
vote was taken on the question of mak- 
ing a report to the senate today, all of 
the repubbicans reporting im the affirm- 
ative amd the democrats im the nega~ 
tive, Soon after the senate met, Sena- 
tor Aldrich presented the amended: bill. 
Senator Daniel, on behalf of the mi- 
nority, protested that the democrats had 
mot been gi a opportunity to examine 
the measure, Mr. Addrich replied 
that they could make their examination 
by Thureday. He stated also that as the 
majority is responsible for the bill, its 
course in hastening the report was war- 
ranted, 

More Changes to Be Made. 

As reported, the bill does not contain 
all the changes in rates which the fi- 
mamce committee proposes to make, Aij- 
though .several important amendments, 
auch as the restoration of the Dingley 
mates on women’s gloves and hosiery, the 
placing of works of art on the free 
list, and the assessment of a duty om 
iron ore have been made, the revenue- 
producing possibilities of the biil are lit. 
tle changed. The increases are provided 
mainiky in the schedule covering luxuries, 
the entire liquor schedule being mate- 
rially advanced, The Ancrease on wines 
and spinits is expected to bring im a@bout 
$3,000,000 additiomal revenue. Senator 
Aldrich stated that the committee real- 
izes that the inoreases thus far recom- 
mended well not be sufficient to counter- 
balance the loss in revenues that will 
result from the reductions and the 
lengthening of the free list. The short- 
age will mecessitate further increases on 
certain luxuries amd the committee tn- 
tends to report some changes at an early 
date which it will agk the senate to 
adopt.

HURT IN CRASH 


Crowded Trolley Cars 
Collide Near Gary, Ind. 


Ten Men Seriously Injured and 
a Score Badly Hurt—Cars 
Were Going at High Speed 
When They Collided—Head- 
on Collision. 


Gary, Ind., April 12.—Ten men were 
seriously injured and a score badly hurt 
in a head-on collisioh on the Chicago, 
Lake Short and South Bend interurban 
line, 2 miles west of Gary, at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon.. But one passenger on 
the eastbound car, which contained 
twenty people, who boarded it at Ham- 
mond, escaped without injury of some 
kind. 

The crash came as the eastbound car 
was running gown grade at high speed 
from the elevated crossing over the 
Joliet cut-off. The front ends of the 
two cars were telescoped when they 
struck. Bight of the more seriously in- 
jured were hurried to the hospital here, 
where it wae reported that all would re- 
cover.

New York, April !2.—The writ of ha- 
beas conpus secured in behalf of 8. S. 
Carvalho, Bradford Merrill and Edward 
H. Clark, officers of the Star company, 
publishers of The New York American 
and Ewening Journal, in the action 
brought against 'them for criminal libel, 
on complaint of John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., was upheld by Justice Gerard, in 
the sonreme court today and the de- 
fend-nts ordered discharged. 

Mr. Rockefeller had complained of the 
publication in The New York American 
of December 17, 1908, of an article 
wrongly accusing him of having origi- 
nated a peonage system, to which the 
employees of a certain breakfast food 
company in Illinois were alleged to have 
ipeen subjected. 

The article, which was promptly dis- 
avowed the next day, when a full retrac- 
tion of all the objectionable allegations 
was printed, recited that part of the sys- 
tem for which Mr. Rockefeller was held 
responsible, consisted in the keeping of 
workmen in a stockade, guarded by arm- 
ed sentries and inclosed-‘by a high fence, 
along which charged electric wires weTre 
run. 

in his opinion, Justice Gerard charac- 
teriged the articles a8 a gross and vi- 
cious libel, the writers and publishers 
of which should be brought to trial, but 
finds that no evidence exists to show 
that Messrs. Carvalho, Merrill and Clark 
had anything whatever to do with its 
writing or publication, The decision af- 
firms the principle that the officers of a 
corporation, which “publishes a news- 
paper, are not liable to criminal progse- 
cution for libels printed in the news 
papers simply because of the fact that 
they are such officers and without any 
further proof to connect them with the 
management of the newspaper. 

“When a corporation has published & 
libel,” says Justice Gerard in his de- 
cision, “every person who at the time 
of its publication is in any way ¢n- 
gaged in the actual management of the 
conporation, is subject to presecution. 
But some proof of actual management 
must be made to hold any person for 
trial.”

Senate Tariff Bill Taxes 
Sulphate of Ammonia.

Fertilizer Factories Are Up im 
Arms—Sulphate of Ammo- 
nia Is Made by the Coke and 
Gas Companies—lIt Is Taxed 
$6 a Ton.

Washington, April |2.—(Special.)—The 
fertilizer factories are up in arms 
again over another ingredient of fer- 
tilizers, sulphate of ammonia. This 
chemical, a by-product of the coke, 
steel and gas manufacture, has, under 
the Dingley law, a duty of $6 a ton. 

Chairms: Payne himself and his col- 
laborato: eclared in the house that 
no “pla ,od’’ should be taxed. Fer- 
tilizers < its ingredients were, there- 
fore, plac. d on the free list. When it 
was pointed out by the fertilizer com- 
panies and agricultural experts to their 
various congressmen that sulphate and 
muriate of potash were on the dutiable 
list, should the maximum rate be ap- 
plied, the ways and means committee 
readily agreed to put these potash 
salts absolutely on the free list. 

This was dome without any opposition 
from any source. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, this 
morning asked Senator Aldrich, chair- 
man of the finance committee, if it was 
intended to put potash back on.the 
dutiable list. 

“Certainly not,’ said Mr. Aldrich. “It 
igs on the free list, and will stay 
there.”” Then Mr. Aldrich pointed out 
in the bill that “guano, manures and 
all substances used only for manure 
were on the free list.”’ ; 

But when later, this afternoon, Senator 
Smith received a telegram from a fer- 
tilizer company in Charleston urging 
him to have sulphate of ammonia Kept 
en the free list, he consulted the Ald- 
rich bill and. found this chemical made 
subject to a duty of $4 a tdn. This is 
not due to any accident, as-was claimed 
in the case of potash, that sulphate of 
ammonia is put on the dutiable list. In 
the case of potash salts, none of which 
is manufactured in this country, no 
protection was involved, hence no ob- 
jection was raised to its going on the 
free list. 

Not so'with sulphate of ammonia, 
which is made by the coke and gas 
companies. About 40,000 tons are made 
in thig country, and a little less than 
that is imported. It: contains 20 ver 
cent of nitrogén. and is used direct, 
without mixture, on the farms of Ger- 
many and France. It is claimed that 
it would be used direct in this ceuntry 
if it were not for the duty. 

The theory upon which justification 
is sought for making it pay a duty is 
that it is a chemical used in the arts. 
But it Is used to a much wider extent 
in fertilizers which the farmers need. 

The fertilizer companies, it should be 
said, have no protection on their out- 
put, and are not asking for any.

Wiliam Pulaski Pattilio was born in 
Harris county on January 27, 1837, He 
was one of twelve children, His father 
was John Pattillo, while his mother, 
Mrs, Mary Wingfield, was 4 member of 
an old and leading family of that sec- 
tion.

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ON TUBERCULOSIS 


‘Great Program on Open- 


ing Exhibition Night. 


Movement to Do Away With 
Tuberculosis Highly Praised. 
by Gov. Smith, Ex-Governors 
Northen and Candler, May- 
or Maddox and W. J. Raoul. 


With a large and ‘enthusiastic gath- 
ering in attendance, the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis exhibit in the Centra] Congrega- 
tionalist church' was thrown open to 
the public last night. Addresses by 
Goverpor Hoke Smith, ex-Governors 
Northen and Candler, Mayor Maddox 
and Capt. W. J. Raoul were listened 
to with absorbing interest. 

The speeches were loud in their 
praise of the movement. The speakers 
showed to what extent the dread white 
Plague is making inroads in America, 
greater by far than in any other coun- 
try. This is due, they showed, to a 
great extent, to ignorance on the part 
oi the average man as to the nature, 
the cause and the preventives of this, 
the mest deadly of human ills. 

Ex-Goyernor Northen called atten- 
tion to the ways in which consumption 
may be contracted, inhalation, innocu- 
lation, in food and by inheritance. He 
showed that the disease was more 
prevalent in the south than in the 
north, ‘New Orleans showing 1/4. per 
cent of her total deaths as coming from 
this cause, while “Pittsburg showed 
just one-half that number. 

Governor Smith’s speech was a 
hearty indorsement of the work, which 
he termed the “noblest work of the 
human race.’’ He said he could imag- 
ine no truer missionary work than 
this. He sthowed how, less than 20 
years ago, the disease was considered 
fatal in every case, while at present, 
known preventives and almost cer- 
tain remedies are in daily use. The 
one crying need of the country, he said, 
is education. He called attention to 
the fact that only at the home for in- 
curabes may a consumptive be treated 
here, and called on his hearers to join 
in a moyement to provide other places 
for the treatment of consumptives. 
This is an obligation, he said, upon 
the nation, the state, and the munici- 
pality. 

“Three-fourths of the suffering to 
which the human race is now heir is 
occasioned by ignorance,’ said ex-Gov- 
ernor Candler. Speaking of the alarm- 
ing increase of the disease among the 
negroes, he said that this was, in his 
opinion, due to their ignorance and 
carelessness. While slaves, they were 
under the wholesome, restraining influ- 
ence of their masters, and were looked 
after and cared for far better than at 
present. He gave it as his opinion 
that this accounts for the rarity of the 
disedse among the  negroés while 
slaves. 

Mayor Maddox spoke of the grow- 
ing congestion of the city and the thus 
growing opportunity for the spread of 
the disease. Atlanta, the most pro-. 
gressive city of the south, he said, can- 
not afford to be slow in taking advan- 
tage of the great strides science 
made in fighting the disease. 

Capt. W. J. Raoul, in a short talk 
which elosed the meeting, gave a brief 
cutline of the work expected to be 
accomplished by the present movement.

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SORSBY TRIAL 


Case Was Given te Jury 
, Last Night 


Many Believe That He Will 
Not Be Found Guilty, but 
Will Get Life Sentence for 
Killing Inspector. 


Jackson, Miss. April 12.—No such 
crowds were ever before seen in any 
court house as was witnessed here today 
in the trial of William H. Sorsby for 
the killing of Postoffice Inspector Fitz- 
gerald. The house will seat about five 
hundred, but |,500 or more, ladies pre- 
dominating, were packed within the four 
walls, or clung to the windoks. Sorsby 
was greatly excited, and trembled like 
an aspen leaf throughout the day, 
though his devoted young wife kept her 
arm about hi constantly. 

The fight has been over the insanity 
plea. The chief contention is over the 
testimony given by the experts to the 
effect that Sorsby was not crazy; that 
there is no such thing as hereditary in- 
Sanity; that the defendant had been 
sane up to the moment of the killing, 
crazy for a second and then regained 
his mind and is not now crazy. Against 
this testimony two or three physicians 
who attended the elder Sorsbys in their 
last illness, declare they all died in- 
Sane; that there is such a thing as he- 
reditary insanity; that GSorsby was in- 
seane.at the time he fired the fatal shot 
and is insane’ now. 

So far it is not belleved either side 
has any great advantage, but thére is 
no doubt a powerful sentiment has beén 
built up for the wife of the defendant 
in the community, and it is freely pre- 
dicted that there will be no verdict of 
guilty of murder unless with a peni- 
tentiary recommendation for life. 


Night Session. 

The night session found the court 
houSe packed with men and women like 
sardines in a box, 

R. N. Miller, of Hazlehurst, for the 
state, was the only speaker. In the 
midst of his argument a terrific storm 
of. wind and rain came up, beating in 
the upper windows and drenching half 
the audience to the skin, and there was 
ten minutes’ delay. The people were 
packed in so they could not move out 
of the way, nor could they get out of 
the building. 

Mr. Miller hurled invectives and bitter- 
est sarcasm at the defendant. He spoke 
nearly three hours, and closed with a 
beautiful tribute to the memory of 
Charles Fitzgerald, scores of his audi- 
ence being in tears before he finished. 

Shortly before |! o’clock the case was 
given to the jury, who retired, court 
taking recess till morning. No verdict 
is expected tonight.

Says French Le Journal Story 
Is an “Impudent Fabrication 
Without Foundation.” 


Paris, April !2.—Theodore Roosevelt 
and a correspondent of Le Journal are 
engaged in a controversy regarding the 
veracity of the correspondent. Le Jour- 
nal sent its representative to Naples to 
see Mr. Roosevelt, and subsequently 
the paper published a long interview 
with the former president of the United 
States, which was widely: copied. Upon 
arrival at Port Said last Friday, Mr. 
Roosevelt sent a cablegram to a Paris 
pamper saying he had given no such in- 
terview.

ITALY MAKES PROTEST 
AGAINST NIGHT RIDERS 


Appeal to Secretary Root. 
Advises, Redress in Courts 
of Justice. 


Washington, April 12.—The diplomatic 
correspondence of the state department 
in 1906, made public today, shows that 
the Italian government was buying 
yearly in Kentucky and Tennessee about 
34,000,000 pounds of tobacco for the 
needs of the tobacco monopoly,

purchases that the Italian ambassador 
at Washington made a formal protest 
to the state department for security 
against the depredations of “night 
riders.”’ In replying to the ambassador's 
representations, Secretary Root sug- 
gested that the Italian government was 
purchasing the tobacco in its, private 
capacity rather than as a sovereign. 
‘In such a case the Italian government,” 
said Mr. Root, “might seek redress in 
our courts of justice, because it is a 
settled law of this country that courts 
of justice are open to sovereigns upon 
the same terms as to private individuals 
for the protection of property rights.”

Bill Inroduced in Legislature. 
Resolution to Create a 
Bloxham County. 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 12.—Hon. Syd. 
L. Oarter, af Alachua, introduced a bill 
in the house of representatives creating 
a Bloxham county. This county is 
named in honor of ex-Governor W. D. 
Bloxham, of Leon, twice governor of 
Florida, and one of the greatest leaders 
that democracy had in Ftorida. 

Other house bills were: 

‘By Grace, of Citrus, to prohibit the 
gaie in certain cases of pistols, dirks,

By Taylor, of Milisboro, to repeal an 
act prohibiting the sale of pools in Fior- 
ida. 

By Taylor—Refining and fixing a pen- 
alty for gambling. — 

By Tidwell, of Jackson, to regulate the 
“Speed of automobiles and motors op the 
public highways. 

The bills which created more attention 
during the afternoon session were by 
Tidwell, of Jackson, fixing a passenger 
rate of 2% cents per mile on ail roads 
in state,; and any corporation partner- 
ship, association, or person owning oT 
operating such railroads or any officer 
or servant or agent of any such who 
shall knowingly change or accept a 
higher rate than prescribed by this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall, if convicted, the fined not less than 
$100, nor more than $500 for each of- 
fense, or imprisonment for not less than 
thirty days nor more than six months.

The other bill was by Alexander, of 
Volusia. which prescribes and regulates 
rates for the transmission of a telegram

‘points within the state of Florida, nor 
more than 2 cents for each additional 
word on any message. That any office 
employee, telegraphic operator or agent 
employed by any telegritph company 
who shall violate the provision of this 
act shail be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and wpon conviction be punished by a 
fine not exceeding $500 or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding sixty days.

LOST BY RAILROADS 


As Result of the Panic 
of 1907-08. 


Alleged Figures Given by In- 
terstate Commission Are Er- 
roneous—Loss $25,000,000 
on Passenger Fares. 


Chicago, April i2.—An advance ab- 
stract of statistics of American railways 
for the year ending June 30, 1908, as 
compiled by the bureav of railway news 
and statistics, was made public here 
today by Slason Thompson, manager of 
the bureau. The report says: 

“Inetead of a decrease of only $164.- 
464,941 in gross earnings as the result 
of the ‘temporary financials dépression’ 
of 1907-08 as set forth in the mrelimi- 
ary income report of the interstate 
coTmmmerce commission for tihe year end- 
ing June 30, 1908, the panic of 1907 re- 
sulted in a toss of over $330,000,000. 
This statement is based on a table giv- 
ing the earnings for the twelve months 
ending November 30, 1908, when the full 
effect of the business depPession be- 
came evident, compared with the pre- 
‘ceding twelve. This avoids the error 
of imcluding the fastest months in rail- 
way history in the game year with thé 
lean months that. followed it. 

“In the same way, the loss is net 
earnings is shown to have been $129,- 
540,460, instead of $111,051,006, as given 
in the commission’s statement. The 2- 
cent passenger fare legislation caused a 
loss of $25,000,000 in gross earnings, al- 
though more passengers were carried. 
This is accounted for by a reduction in 
average receipts per passenger mile on 
94 per cent of the mileage from 2.014 
cents in 1907 to |.932 in 1908. 

“The heavy loss m net earnings is 
partly accounted for by the expendi- 
tures of approximately $32,000,000 ne- 
cessitated by arbitrary innovations in 
accountmge methods and requirements in 
regard tothe hours and conditions of 
labor of certain classes.of employees.

“When the meeting was called at 
Austin, and the purposes defined we dis- 
covered that the first thing we needed 
‘was money—money to organize our work 
(in every county of Texas,” said Dr. 
Ellie. 

“This was accomplished by a sub- 
sotiption Net, which included 7,000 con-

tributors, the imdividual 
ranging from $! to $5. 

“Our first work was for better legisla- 
tion in the matter of school tax. 

“There was a law governing in the 
rural districts by which the school tax 
could not be more than .20 cents on $100, 
and a two-third majority vote was re- 
quired to pase any law pertaining to the 
school tax.’’ 

This made rwral school development 
impossible, especially in the districts of 
limited population. 

“The state could not tax itself as it 
wanted, and the people of Texas have 
seemed fixedly opposed to constitutional

Court Ordered to Pro- 
ceed With Prosecution. 


Should Railroad Be Found 
Guilty of Charge on All the 
Counts Fine Would Amount 
to $1,000,000. 


- Little Rock, Ark., Aprik 12.—United 
States District Attorney Whipple today 
received instructions from the depart- 
ment of justice to proceed in the prose- 
cution of the indictment on fifty-nine 
counts returned against the Iron Moun- 
tain railroad here the last term of the 
federal court, for alleged rebating. 

T. H. Bunch, a. prominent elevator 
man of Argentd, who is alleged to have 
received rebates, entered a plea of 
guilty on the indictment returned at 
the same time. He was fined heavily. 
Wilbur C. Stith, now traffic manager 
of the Waters-Pierce Oil Company, of 
St. Louis, then traffic manager for the 
Iron Mountain, who was also indicted, 
entered a plea of guilty, and was fined 
$2,500. He showed ietters from promi- 
nent officials of that railroad ordering 
him to grant rebates. These letters 
have been discussed in a conference at 
the department of justice, which was 
attended by District Attorney Whipple 
and representatives from the Iron 
Mountain. No order has been re- 
ceived concerning the prosecution of 
these charges. Should the Iron Moun- 
tain be found guilty on all the counts 
and the heaviest penalty imposed, the 
fine would amount to over a million 
dollars.

—In the 
western part Of Berrien county ‘there is 
@ String of towns. The Georgia Goutii- 
ern and Florida railroads is the string 
and,the towns ate beginning st the 
South, Cecti, Adel, Sparks an’ Lenox. 
These four towns have an aggregate 
population of 4,000, These towne have 
more than dowbled in poulation since 
the year 1900. 

With the timber gone, these towns are 
still taking on new enterprises. But 
now they are dependent almost wholiy 
on the agricultural resources of the 
country. At Cecil there are two tur- 
pentine distilleries, but, what is bet- 
ter, there is being built here a ginnery 
with a capacity of fifty bales of cot- 
ton daily, The Cecil Ginning and 
Storage Company, with a paid-in cap- 
ital of $7,000, ie doing this work. I. 
©. Belote, @ merchant of the town, 
dealing in hardware, stoves and farm 
implements, te president of the com- 


pany.. J. A. Hutchinson, a younk mer- 
chant of Cecil, is the secretary and 
treasurer. This company expects to 
gin 1,500 or 2,000 bales of cotton a sea- 
€0n. In addition to that, it will han- 
die several hundred bales in its new 
warehouse. Two of the company's new 
‘buildings are near completion. 

The work of these merchants affords 
a g000 example of how to bulld up a 
town. They are successful merchants, 
but by putting their money in such a 
new enterprise they add to the wealth 
and population of the town. 

A Hustliag Town. - 

The ‘town itself was a surp tse: in- 
stead of finding a village there, I found 
& hustlipg town of a dozen stores. 
Hand Brothers, a firm composed of H. 
A. Hand and Buell Hand, have a mag- 
nificent business. The Cecil Furniture 
and Grocery Company, with John 
Blackerby manager and Mrs, Zentelle 
Blackerby the other member of the 
partnership, is another inyportant factor 
in the town. W. W. Boyd, proorietor of 
the hotel here, is another leading mer- 
chant of the town. R. G. Luke, a young 
business man, is postmaster. The Bray 
& Sims saw mill fs still cutting timber 
in Cecil, employing a score or more 
men. The turpentine business here is 
taking on new life. With the new gin- 
nery, which will handle both the long 
and short cotton, and with a new ware- 
house, Cecil, too, will have a aew life 
the next season.

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PROMINENT EDUGATORS 


HERE FOR CONFERENCE 


Notable Southerners Meet in First Session to Discuss the 
N eeds of the South for Better 
Secondary Schools. 


Dr. Caswell Ellis, of the University 
of Texas; Professor Joseph Stewart, of 
the University of Georgia; DR Bruce 
Payne, of the University of Virginia; 
Dr. J. R. Walker, of the University of 
North Carolina; Professor Hand, of the 
University of South Carolina; Professor 
P. P. Claxton, of the Untveraity of Ten- 
nessee- Dr. Bailey, of the University 
of Mississippi; Dr. Doster, of Alabama; 
Professor Torreyson, of Arkanses. Pro- 
fessor W. L. Weber, of Louisiana, are 
among the well-known southern edu- 
egtors who arrived yesterday to attend 
the Conference for Education in the 
South, to convene Wednesday. 

Secondary School Meeting. 

These gentlemen, representing the de- 
partment of secondary education in the 
various southern states, held a business 
meeting in the afternoon, which was 
the first of a series of similar meetings 
to precede the regular conference. 

The purpose of this meeting was to 
discuss. what is generally accepted to 
be the weakest spot in the southern ed- 
ucational system, that is the pubiic 
high school. 

The awakening of the southern edu- 
cational forces to this condition was 
referred to by (President Eliot «during 
hig recent visit to this section as one of 
the most hopeful expressions making 
for educational, development in the 
south. 

And it seems to be generally conceded 
by the educators assembled hegre for the 
conference that the organigation of the 
high school representatives, and their 
proposed active campaign for better 
high echoole will be one of the most 
significant movements of the confer- 
ence. 

Dr. Pritehett Here. 

Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, of New York, 
representing the Carnegie Foundation, 
and recognized as one of the most ad- 
vanced thinkers and practical workers 
in the nation's educational activities, 
arrived in the afternoon and was in- 
vited in conference with the secondary 
educators. 

Few men in the country are as well 
equipped as Dr. Pritchett to discuss 
this important branch of education, 
made the principal topic of the meet- 
ing. Previous to his acceptance of the 
position he now holds with the Carnegie 
Foundation, Dr. Pritchett was president 
of the Massachusetts School of Tech- 
nology. He spent several years abroad, 
studying in Germany that system, espe- 
cially as related to industrial and tech- 
nical training. 

He is a native of St. Louis, and knows 
thoroughly the educational conditions 
which confront not one section or an- 
other, but all sections. 

With this experience he has, through 
his administration of, the business of 
the Carnéegte Foundation, been one of 
the individual influences working to- 
ward better organization in secondary 
education. 

A Great Movement. 

The Carnegie Foundation, as is well 
understood, is an endowment to be de- 
voted to retiring college professors— 
men wiho devote their lives to the cause 
of education, and are unable to accumi- 
late the neocassary amount to warrant 
their retirement when their service can 
mo longer be rendered. 

The endowment extends to pensions 
for the widows of colege professors. 

When the working of the endowment 
began there arose the necessity of de- 
fining what constitutes a college. That 
required study of organization and en- 
trance requirements of colleges. Out of 
thisgrew the Carnegie i4-unk system, 
all colleges falling below that not com- 
ing under the favor of the Carnegie en- 
dowment. The result at once was a 
higher standard dim the college curricu- 
yum. Then the colleges made the de- 
mand of higher standard by the high 
school, and the high school im turn, 


jooked for more effective organization in 


the elementary school. 

Thus it may be seen that: those fa- 
miliar with the movement of the Car- 
negie foundation, recognize in it a 
stimulating influence affecting the en- 
tire educational system, from element- 
ary to higher education, with Doctor 
Pritchett ag the leader. 

Notable Men Here. 

Dr. Wallace Buttrick, of New York, 
and Dr. Abraham Flexner are among 
the notable men of the educational 
world being welcomed by 


ence members. Dr. Flexner is the 
“The American College,” a 
book on higher education, which, be- 
cause of its thought, vigor of argu- 
ment, and highly literary merit, has 
created a sensation, not only in this 
country, but in England and Germany, 
where it has been highly praised. 

“Il am amazed at the tremendous in- 
terest being manifested in educational! 
organizations and fevelopment in the 
south,” said Dr. Buttrick, when wel- 
comed by a group of his Atlanta 
friends. 

“Everywhere I have stopped in the 
south during this trip, I found an edu- 
cational meeting the center of interest. 
In West Tennessee the other day 1 saw 
a convention of 1,200 teachers; the 
same day I was told there were 1,000 
teachers meeting in East Tennessee. 
The next day in Birmingham I met a 
group of well-known Alabama men— 
professors of all the denominational 
eolleges, who had met in conference 
with the State Educational Associa- 
tion, 1,400 having registered that morn- 
ing.”

{than ever before into the purpose to eradicate these disease-bearing pests. 


That city proposes to come as near to getting rid of the mosquito as it is 
possible for human agency to do. 
Here are some of the requirements told in news dispatches, upon .which 


New Orleans is, by ordinance, insisting to this end: 


To begin with, all tanks of water, cisterns or vessels which hold water or 
which might be filled with water after a rain, must be covered and screened 
with a screen of at least eighteen meshes of wire to the inch. Standing water 
on lots or commons is not permitted. All shallow lots must be drained and kept 
ery, or the owner is subject to a severe penalty. All stables must have air-tight 
r les for refuse, and this refuse must be removed each week. Where 
there are lerge natural bodies of water, which it is impossible to drain,: then 
al Baye | cage ry — Dy oa me Pe ng ee frequent) and:regular intervals.

To wait until June 1 to begin the Atlanta campaign, will give both the 
mosquito and the house fly such a splendid breeding &Start that all summer 
will scarcely suffice for their eradication. 
There should be activity, energetic activity, now. 
It is not only the surer method, but it will save much of the expense 
which delay is bound to entail. 
The health department should open the anti-mosquito, anti-fly crusade 
without another twenty-four hours’ hesitation.

to hold innocent negroes responsible for the “despicable things” done, as he 
phrases it, “by the ruffians of their race.” 

There is truth in this observation and, unfortunately, the innocent ‘negro 
is himself somewhat to blame in a contributory capacity. 3 
When a white man becomes an overt or a suspected outlaw, it is a matter 
of pride with his race to give him over forthwith to justice in the interests 
of the community-at-large. 

When a negro becomes an outlaw, it is too often characteristic of his 
race to sereen and conceal him. The trait militates more tragically against 
the negroes than the whites; and the larger brunt is borne by the innocent, 
law-abiding, respectable negro. 

Until the ®egro learns to deliver up the “ruffians” of his race, as does 
the white man, he cannot complain if the mass is sometimes judged by its 
worst specimens. It is a hardship, for which, however, the race is largely 
responsible and to which its better element might direct attention with great 


benefit to the whole race.

Idle as a Daisy. 


I, 
Idle as a daisy, out there, in the dew, 
With the Spring-bright weather whisperin’ to you.

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the disease which has caused such rav- 
ages in certain provinces of Italy, in 
Georgia and neighboring states, is at- 
tracting the attention and investiga- 
tions of medigal men, particularly on 
account of the appearance of what 
seems to be a new or acute form of it. 

Pellagra, as it is known in Italy, is 
not, strictly speaking, a new disease 
to this country. Seven years ago,'in 
1902, Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of 


the Georgia state board of health, 
pointed out a case of it in a clinic at 
the Atlanta College of Physicians and 
Surgeons—the first case to which at- 
tention was called in this country. 

This was the well-recognized or 
chronic form of the disease, and the 
patient, after examination and treat- 
ment, disappeared from view. 

But extraordinary attention and in- 
terest has recently centered upon the 
disease because of the fact that there 
have been a numbr of deaths in the 
Atlanta hospitals and in the insane 
asytums of, Georgia and other states 
from a complaint which has been gen- 
erally diagnosed as pellagra (from the 
Spanish, signifying rough skin), which 
is generally recognized and believed 
to come from eating unripe or improp- | 
erly cured Indian corn. 

These cases, if they are pellagra, as| 
they have been generally pronounced, 
apparently differ from the well-known 
form of the disease in only one par- 
ticular, and that is the rapidity with 
which death ensues—in from one to six 
weeks following the appearance of the 
symptoms. 

The patient afflicted with the chronic 
form of pellagra may live anywhere 
from two or three to twenty-five years 
before death comes as the result of the 
infection. And yet this disease and 
that more recently noted in Georgia, 
which produces speedy death, are, ap- 
parently, identical in symptoms. 


Dr. Harris’ Investigations, 

“I am net wholly prepared to say 
that these cases which appear to be 
the acute form of the disease are gen- 
uine pellagra,’’ said Dr. Harris, who, 
in connection with the state board of 
health, is making an exhaustive study 
of the subject. 

“They certainly have every appear- 
ance of it, and may be acute pellagra. 
I have come across something like a 
hundred c1ses of it in the course of 
my experience in the last two or three 
years, and am now engaged in experi- 
ments and investigations with a view 
of determining the true nature of it. 

“The symptoms of pellagra in the 
chronic form are, first, a rough reddish- 
ness of the skin from which it de- 
rives its name, and which is somewhat 
similar to sunburn, It appears on the 
hands and on the cheeks; then it may 
come on the feet and legs and other 
tender parts of the body. Then sores 
appear upon the inner sides of the lips 
and on the tongue. The disease is ac- 
companied by diarrhoea and in genuine 
pellagra there are certain well-known 
changes which occur in the spinal 
chord. The only effective treatmem is 
arsenic in proper doses, and. the’ pa- 
tient usually improves in the fall of 
the year and is worse in the spring. 

“In the acute form which we are in- 
vestigating, the symptoms are practi- 
cally identical. It has not been defi- 
nitely determined, however, whether 
the same changes occur in the spinal 
chord and that igs a matter we are now 
working on. I have secured several 
chords from patients who died from 


The undoubted existence of pevee. | 
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arsenic treatment. There fs no known 
effective treatment for it, and death 
generally ensues within a few weeks 
at most. 

“On the other hand, I have seen com- 
paratively few cases of chronic pelia- 
gra. One patient who has been under 
the arsenic treatment, appears to have 
recovered, but whether recovery is cc™m- 
plete or not, time must develop. The 
chronic form, however, appears to be 
less prevalent here than the acute.’’ 


Causes of Pellagra.. 

Pellagra is still one of the -medical 
mysteries. There are conditions which 
occur in certain cereals when they are 
harvested in an unripe condition, or are 
improperly cured, which cause different 
diseases. For example, ergotism comes 
from eating rye from which all'of the 
fungus of ergot has not been removed. 
In this case the connection is definitely 
established and the disease and cause 
are well known, ) 

Then improperly cured wheat gives 
rise to a disease known as acfodynia, 
while kKakke, or beri-berl, comes from 
éating bad rice. z 

So improperly .cured° corn produces 
pellagra.. The condition of the grain, 
it appears, becomes favorable to the 
culture of germs, or possibly yeasts or 
moulds, the product of which is a poi- 
son that accumulates in the system and 
causes the disease. 

Pellagra and like diseases, Dr. Harris 
states, are found, as a rule, among the 
poorer classes, whose bodies, often in- 
sufficiently nourished, are more 5uS- 
ceptible. Some physicians who have in- 
vestigated the subdect, hold that, once 
the disease has got a start from eating 
bad corn, it may be aggravated by eat- 
ing perfectly good corn, or corn meal 
in which, it is stated, there is a small 
percentage of the poison responsible 
for it. 

It may occur, however, and has not in- 
frequently been found in persons in bet- 
ter circumstances in life, and a very 
remarkable fact in connection with it is 
that intgances have occurred, both in 
the aoute and chronic forms, where the 
patients could not recall having eaten 
corn or corn meal at all, and sometimes 
stated positively they had not done so. 

ft is apparent, therefore, that pellagra 
is one of the interesting and important 
problems toward a solution of which 
the medical profession must work, 


No Way of Detecting Poison. 


No way of detecting the poisonou 
substance formed in the grain, which 
gives rise to the disease has yet been 
discovered, although the connection be- 
tween the eating of bad corn and the 
disease seems to have been established 
beyond ‘all question. But there is no 
known test which can be applied to 4 
sack of corn meéal, for instance, which 
will determine whether or not the eat- 
ing of it will cause pellagra. In fact, 
where the poisom is present it might 
cause the disease in one person afd not 
in another who ae better prepared 

hysically to resist it. 
P With 5 ad to the prevention of the 
disease in so far as is possible, the 
Italian government, in whose domain 
it has been most prevalent, has issued 
certain intructions with regard to the 
harvesting and curing of corn, which, 
it is believed, have had good effect in 
prevention. Corn should not be gath- 
ered until it is thoroughly .ripe, and it 
should be housed and sheltered so as to 
be kept perfectly dry, as moisture may 
set wp the fermentatfon necessary to 
the production of the disease. 

Since pellagra has undoubtedly made 
its appearance in Georgia, Alabama and 
other southern states, and numerous 
deaths have already resulted from what 
appears to be the acute f of it, med- 
ical officials and boards of health feel 
that the public should become as thor- 
oughly informed regarding ft as is 
possible under present circumstances.

ASKS $500,000 
OF ATLANTANS 


Hinton Graves’ Lee Files 
Several Damage 
Suits. 


Following the $100,000 damage suit, 
filed Saturday by him against O. T. 
and E. C. Lester, Hinton Graves Lee, 
recently acquitted on a charge of 
cheating and swindling in Judge Blood- 
worth’s court, yesterday filed suits for 
damages in the superior court in an 
amount aggregating $500,000. 

Mr. Lee, who claims kin with the old 
families of Hintons, Graves and Lee, is 
acting as his own attorney in his fight 
against what he charges is an attempt 
on the part of the defendants in his 
Suits to declare him a common cheat 
and swindler, and a person of deranged 
mind. 

The largest suit filed is against Dr. 
Wesley Taylor, with offices in the Em- 
pire building, in the sum of $250,000. 
Lee claims that Dr. Taylor examined 
him while on trial before Justice 
Bloodworth, and that he wrote a letter 
to Ordinary John R. Wilkinson, de- 
claring that he was mentaily deranged 
and totally irresponsible for any act 
“che might commit, and that Dr. Taylor 
recommended that Lee be restrained 
and Kept in custody tnt!) arrangements 
could be made to send him to an asy- 
lum.

tary; W. C. Morris, treasurer, and W. 
E. Jenkins and I. C. Clark, directors 
of the company, respectively. He asks 
$50,000 each from these gentlemen for 
the alleged circulation of reports by 
them that he was a common cheat and 
swindler and a person of deranged 
mind. 

Lee claims that he owns over $10,000 
worth of stock in the company, al- 
though it has not been transferred to 
the books. He alleges that as a result 
of these reports he has been put to 
the expense of paying out in cash and 
incurring in liabilities more than 
$1,000, and that he has been deprived 
of two contracts with financial parties, 
the commissions on which amounted to 
$620,000. 

In addition to these allegations, Lee 
claims that on account of the reports, 
it will be’very difficult for him to car- 
ry on any business with any one until 
the caufts have settled the question of 
his integrity and soundness of mind. 

The suits have not yet been served 
upon the defendants.

City Attorney Mayson 
Tells Why It Should Be. Lo- 
cated West of Terminal Sta- 
tion—Names Two Availabic 
Sites. 


“If there ever was a section of the 
city that needed and deserved a branch 
of the Carnegie library it is the loca!l- 
ity west of the terminal station and 
in the neighborhood of the Walker 
street school. That gection of the city 
is thickly populeted, is rapidly gro 
and there are thousands of people - 
would gladly avail themselves of a f 
circulating library.” 

This statement was made by Assistant 
City Attorney James L. Mayson, while 
speaking to several citizens at the city 
hail yesterday morning. The question 
of a branch library had come up, and 
everyone present, although none of them 
lived in the section of the g#y referred 
to by Mr. Mayson, declared that he be- 
lieved Mr. Mayson was right. 
Mr. Mayson stated that a site for the 
branch library could be secured by thé 
purchase of a lot at the corner of Wal- 
ker and West Fair streets, where for- 
merly stood a small church. The lot, 
he said, would not be expensive, and 
would be a very desirable location for 
the library. 

Can Use School Lot. 
“If the city will not purchase a lot,” 
eaid Mr. Mayson, “a part of the site on 
which stands the Walker street school 
could be used.

Citizens Claim Pope Hill 
Was Not Murdered. 


Some Facts in Death of Macon 
Man Which Are Puzzling 
Officers—Business Did Not 
Require His Presence in Mc-

developments and peculiar -facts and cir- 
cumstances connected with the tragedy, 
now express regret that they did not 
hold up their verdict for a more search- 
ing investigation, and there is talk of 
reconvening the body for a reconsidera- 
tion of the-case. The members of the 
jury are men of wealth and unim peach- 
able character. 

There are men in McRae who took a 
deep interest in the case who were con- 
vinced from the first that it was a case 
of self-destruction, but they, as well as 
the citizens of the community general- 
ly, for the sake of Mr. Hill’s family and 
friends, were willing for the report to 
go out that it was murder. : 

But how has this community and sec- 
tion of country been treated in retumn 

their charitable and generous 
acquiescence in the murder theory? In 
the Macon papers of last Tuesday and 
Wednesday they were branded as “land 
squatteans, thieves and  out-throats,’” 
and this community compared to Reel- 
foot Lake. 

Only for these outrageous and one- 
sided reports, the people of this section 
would tTave been willing, for the sake 
of Mr. Hill's famfly amd interests, for 
the murder theory to have gone out, 
but mow, since they have been  de- 
nounced as Squatters and compared to 
the Reelfoot Lake night riders, they 
are determined to publish to the coun- 
try the whole deplorable affair in its 
true colors, though they have been de- 
nied this privilege by the papers that 
have vilified them in such an atrocious- 
ly unfair meanmer. 

History of the Affair. 

The history of this affair, briefly told, 
is as follows: 

Mr. Hill was a lawyer of Macom, in the 
employ of the legal firm which repre- 
sents the estate of the late Norman W. 
Dodge, of New York, commonly referred 
to throughout this section as ‘The 
Dodge Company,’ which is the owner 
of much land in this and adjoining coun- 
ties, with its business office at Mc- 
Rae. 

On Saturday, April 3, Mr, Hill left 
Macon on a south-bound train, ostensi- 
bly to come to McRae, but he did not 
do so, having returmed to Macon on the 
north-bound train, erriving there about 
4:50 p. m., which he boarded at Bul- 
lard’s, between McRae and Macon. On 
reaching Macon he did not go t his 
home or office. and at midnight regis- 
tered at the Buropean hotel, where he 
spent the remainder of the night. He 
came to McRae on Sunday, arriving at 
1:30 p. m. He had not been expected 
by the office force of the local attor- 
neys of the Dodge company, and there 
was mo case on hand requiring his pres- 
ence, so far as the local representatives 
of the company know. ] 

After his afrival he sent for Mr. 
Curry, an employee of the Dodge com- 
pany here; informed him that he had 
received a threatening note, and stated 
that he wanted a revolver with which 
to defend himself in case he Was at- 
tacked. Curry told him he thought 
there was no danger, but proffered the 
loan of his own pistol, which Hill de- 
clined to accept. 

Later he hunted up a cierk for a 
herdware store and purchased a re- 
volver, which he had loaded in the store, 
He also had his suit case carried from 
the hotel to the Dodge company office, 
statihg to Mr. Curry that he wished to

Sent Telegram to Woman, 

Before going to the land office, Mr. 
Hill went to the telegraph office and 
sent a message to a lady at Warrenton, 
Ga., stating that he could not go to 
Warrenton on Sunday, on account of 
work at McRae... 

Between | and 2 o’clock Sunday night 
Mr. Hill’s dead body was discovered in 
the office by the night policeman. The 
back door of the office was open, and 
the front. or street door, unlocked, Some 
of the office chairs pan. ene and a 
pucket containing water, which had been 
sitting on the stove, was lying on the 
floor. Hill was lying on his back with 
the revolver he had purchased a few 
hours ‘before in his right hand, with one 
chamber empty, and showing that 
had been recently fired, and a bullet 
exactly, 4ke the others in the pistol, in 
his braw 
The chai were lying on the floor at 
their customary places, as though they 
had been merely tipped over, and it was 
evident: that the bucket had not been 
knocked off the stove, as it was Ob- 
served ‘by those who were called to the 
office between! and 2 o'clock, that the 
position of the bucket and the water on 
the floor indicated clearly that the 
water had been poured out, because if 
the bucket had been Knocked off the 
stove onto the floor the water would 
have been splashed in every direction. 

The coroner's jury found one of Mr. 
Hili’s business cards in his:pocket, on 
the reverse side of which was a mes- 
sage intended for someone, written in 
characters similar to those used in the 
alleged threatening note. 

No Occasion for McRae Trip. 

Local repreesntatives of the Dodge 
company say there was no occasion for 
anyone to have sent Mr. ‘Hill a threat- 
ening letter regarding a settlement. 
There was ‘but one settlement pending 
concerning lands in dispute. In this 
case Mr. Hill at first: opposed the set- 
tlement, and it was off for a while, but 
had been reopened. This settlement was 
with the McKee estate of north Georgia, 
and not with residents of this commu- 
nity. 

On Saturday, Colonel Eschel Graham, 
of Graham & Graham,’ local attorneys 
for the Dodge Company, according to 
his evidence before the coroner’s jury, 
called for Mr. Hill over the long dis- 
tance ‘phone, and was answered by 
Mrs. Hill from her home in Macon, who 
stated that Mr. Hill was in McRae. 
This makes it evident that he had led 
her to believe that he was coming to 
McRae Saturday. 

In reviewing the pecullar facts and 
circumstances which surround this 
case, there are a number of puzzling 
questions that force themselves to the 
mind, which are difficult to explain by

If Mr. Hill had an enemy in this 
community, no one knows of it. He 
had been coming here for years as an 
employee of the legal representatives 
bes the Dodge Company in this section, 
and here in McRae he was liked by all 
with whom he had come in contact. 

To a careful observer, the condition 
of the office in which his dead body 
was discovered would not indicate that 
there had been a fight or struggle be- 
tween two angry men, since the chairs 
were upset at their usual places, as if 
they had been merely tipped over, and 
it did not appear that the vessel of 
water on the stove had been knocked 
off, because the water was not splashed 
over the floor. 

If Mr. Hill had feared an attack 
from an enemy, why in the name of 
common sense, did he remain in the 
office alone at night wit 
}door unlocked and _ thg 
standing wide open? ; 
If the ‘threatening # ste alleged to 
| have been received by¥iim waé written 
by an enemy or someone interested in 
the settlement of land titles, how did 
it happen that he-had in his pocket- 
book one of his own business cards 
on the reverse side of which there was 
writing similar to that of the threat- 
ening note? 

If Mr. Hill received a threatening 
note before leaving Macon, why did 
he not secure a revolver then before 
coming to McRae, and why did he de- 
cline the proffered loan of a pistol from 
a fellow employee of the Dodge Com- 
pany, and insist on purchasing one on 
Sunday afternoon? 

What is. the significance of the tele- 
gram to the lady at Warrenton, sent 
after his arrival at McRae én Sunday 
afternoon. 5 

The fact that he had no engagement 
at McRae with parties connected with 
the Dodge Company has been estab- 
lished by the representatives and em- 
ployer of that company. He informed 
his wife that he would come to Mcec- 
Rae Saturday. He was seen by re- 
sponsible parties on a southbound 
Southern train Saturday, and it is 
Known that he left this train at Bul- 
lard’s and boarded a northbound train, 
due to arrive at Macon at 4:50 p. m.,, 
and at midnight registered at the Euro- 
pean hotel in Macon, where he spent 
the remainder of the night. 

Why did Mr. Hill wish to conceal his 
whereabouts on Saturday. and why did 
he gv to a hotel on returning to Macon 
Saturday afternoon instead of going to 
his home?

Why did Mr. Hill destroy or throw 
away the envelope in which the alleged 
threatening letter was said to have been 
mailed? Mr. Hill was a lawyer and 
certainly would have.at once realized 
the importance of the envelope in show- 
ing where the note was mailed. It 
would, as a matter of fact, have been 
the most important ohue in ferreting 
out the writer of the mote.’ Yet i ap- 
pears that he made no effort to pre- 
serve it. 

Why did Mr. Hill have his suit case 
carried to the land office to change a 
shirt, when he was not going out any- 
where and could have changed his Hnen 
in his room at the hotel before going to 
the office or afterwards? 

As to Powder Burns. 

As to the absence of powder marks on 
the dead man’s face, Dr. Kennon, who 
made the post-mortem examination, 
‘now says that the powder etains on the 
face could have been concealed from

that a man can shoot himself without 
leaving powder stains by holding the

Erroneous News Reports. 

Someone giving out infofmation at M&a- 
con for publication drew largely and 
loosely on hig imagination, referring to 
gangs of squatters hiding out around 
McRae. No one here knows anything 
about a squatter gang, and, if there 1s, 
such a band in the community, it its 
something new to the people, including 
the representatives of the Dodge Land 
Company. ‘The people of this section 
very determinedly resent such outra- 
geous misrepresentations, and every man 
of intelligence in the community Is 
wondering how representatives of the 
Dodge company at Macon hope to ad- 
vance the interests of their clients by 
guch atrocious methods. They are sim- 
ply -deopardizing. the intereat of the 
|: Dodge estate, siandering the ood/ peo- 
ple of this section of country and help- 
ing no one. 

Colonel E. D. Graham, solicitor gen- 
eral of the Oconee circuit, and also 
member of the firm of Graham & Gra- 
ham, local attorneys for the Dodge com+ 
pany, is conducting a searc g investi- 
gation of the “whole affair, d if there 
is developed any evidence of foul play 
it will be known by the time the grand 
jury meets on the third Monday in this 
month. : 

Dr, B. M. Kennon, who held the post 
mortem examination, states that the 
fracture on Mr. Hill’s skull was caused 
by the bullet,which entered the eye. When 
Hill fell the back of his head struck 
the floor, mashing in the fractured skull, 
but when lifted up readily as a section 
1% by 2 inches in size was broken. If the 
skull had been broken by an external 
blow, says Dr. Kennon, it would have 
been mashed in and would not have 
lifted up easily. He opened the skull 
and removed a portion of the brain, 
showing the course of the bullet, and 
says there is no dowbt the fracture of 
the skull was produced by the force of 
the bullet from within, demonstrating 
this theory, as above stated.

The present company is admirably bal- 
anced, and for Macbeth was cast splen- 
didly. Where there is so much merit it 
is difficult to make distinctiens. The 
greater credit naturally falls to those 
who had the more important parts. As 
lady Macbeth, Keith Wakeman was un- 
usually good. Her acting was strong, 
and at the same time she succeeded in 
presenting the character of this rather 
uniovable lady in such a way as to 
make the audience feel more admiration 
for her ambition than abhorrence of 
her crimes. Stanley Drewitt, as Mac- 
beth, handied this. difficult part most 
effectively. He was on the stage prac- 
tically the full two hours of the per- 
formance, and measured up to every re- 
quirement. (Leonard Shepard, as Mac- 
Duff, and Frank MicEntee, as Banquo, 
are also especially deserving of men- 
tion. Frederick Macklyn had the only 
light part in the play, his delineation 
of the drunken porter who appears at 
the knock on the gate just after the 
murder, doing much to relieve the strain 
under which the anudience is kept 
throughout the tense moments that pre- 
cede it. “Banquo’s’’ ghost, though sup- 
posed to ibe visible only to Macbeth, ap- 
pears at the banquet table in the body. 
The witch scenes are well done, and add 
weirdness to the production of this re- 
markable tragedy. 

The only changes of scene durinig the 
play are made without lowering the cur- 
tain, the properties being brought on 
and taken off in plain view of the audi- 
ence. The only regrettable feature of 
the evening was that there were a few 
persons in the houge who found humor in 
this feature of the reproduction of stage 
methods in vogue in Shakeapeare’s time. 
The potice either fatled to gee that their 
laughter was out of place, or did not 
eare to interfere in the interest of the 
great majority who were really there to 
enjoy the prformance. |

Manner, but he mrotested that such a 
method of doing the business excluded 
the minority from all right to consider 
the measure at a most important period 
of the framing of the bill. The demo- 
crats, he said, had a right to be present 
at the time when the bill was under 
discussion in the committee. 

“This practice,’ said Mr. Daniel, “is 
oppressive, tyrannous, and is an impedi- 
ment to the full discharge of the pub- 
lic duties of senators.’’ :

*“] would say,” replied Mr. Aldrich, 
“that if the bill had ‘been taken up par- 
agraph by paragraph, by the commit- 
tee, it would have meen impossible to 
report it before a month, and, in view 
of the conditions in this country, the 
majority of the committee considered 
it better to report the bill and allow it 
to be discussed in the senate.’ 

Mr. Culberson asked whether the mi- 
‘nority on the committee had a chance to 
read the bill before they voted on it, and 
Mr. Aldrich reminded him that he could 
‘not enter on a discussion of what took 
‘place in the comniittee. 

Senators Bailey and Bacon joimed in 
protesting against the method of the 
anajority in reporting the bil, Mr. Ald- 
‘rich replied the bill was reported by 
the majority on the committee, and the 
majority party would be held responsi- 
ble for the tariff legislation. 

Senator Newlands spoke briefly on an 
amendment offered by him, for a grad- 
wal reduction of all tariff duties until 
they shall ammount to only 46. per cent 
ad valorem. 

Notice of a proposed amendment to 
the tariff ‘bill was given by Mr. Daniel, 
the purpose of which was to impose a 
tax of one-quarter of | per cent on the 
gross receipts of the corporations of 
the country. On his motion, the amend- 
ment was referred to the committee on 
finance. 

The senate then went into executive 
session. 

Aldrich Discusses Bill. 


Senator Aldrich, when requested to 
make a brief summary of the general 
character of the changes proposed by 
the senate finance committee to the 
house tariff bill, furnished a _ state- 
ment, in part as follows: , ‘ 

“In the main, the rates in the tariff 
bill as reported from the senate finance 
eommittee are lower than those in the 
bill as it passed the house, the actual 
number of reductions being about three 
times the number of increase. Such 

 dncreases'as have been made have been 
largely rendered necessary to preserve 
the symmetry of the schedules. A con- 
siderable number of articles in common 
use have been taken from the dutiable 
list and restored to the free list. The 
great mass of the rates reported ‘are 
below those of existing law. 

“The senate committe restored iron 


ore to the dutlable lst at 25 cents per 
ton—a reduction of !5 cents a ton 
from the Dingiey rate. 

“The senate committee has retained 
the house rate on lead ore of | 1-2 
cents per pound, but has been obliged 
to raise the rates on lead products 
throughout the bill to correspond with 
this duty on lead ore. 

The Luamber Schedule. 

“Schedule D (wood and manufactures 
of wood ): The senate has taken the 
house rate of $! a thousand on rough 
lumber, a reduction of $! from Ding- 
ley law, and has retained the house 


lew rates. The only important change 
in the schedule made by the senate 
committee was the restoration of im- 
perted hardwoods to the free list. 

“The genate committee left.the sugar 
schedule as it came from the house, 
but reduced the house rate on sugared 
biscuits and wafers from 50 to 20 per 
cent. 

“The tobacco schedule remains un- 
changed. 

“The agricultural schedule, including 
meat products, remains practically un- 
changed from the existing law, but 
where reductions were made by the 
house, the senate committee has re- 
stored the Dingley rates, in response 
to the demands of farmers and repre- 
sentatives of the great agricultural in- 
terests.

Cocoa on Free List. | 

The senate has returned cocoa to the 
free lst, welieving that an article of 
such general coneumption, both as 4 
beverage and in all forms of chocolate, 
should no more be made dutiable than 
tea or coffee. The committee felt that 
if tt was necessary to increase revenues 
it could We done better on Juxuries than 
on the everyday necessities of life, and 
have pursued this policy in the construc. 
tion of this bill. 

The senate committee has applied the 
same principle to spices and has restored 
them to the free list, where they have 
always ‘been. Again, on the same prin- 
ciple, the senate committee has in- 
creased the rates on spirits and wines [5 
per cent throughout, which, it is esti- 
mated, will yield an additional revenue 
of $3,000,000, most of which will come 
from the increased duty on champagne. 

In the cotton schedule there has been 
an extension of the epecific rates to 
cover a class of fancy goods and novel- 
ties which were covered in the existing 
law by ad valorem rates. The resulting 
ad valorem rates have not been in- 
creased. 

The average rates in the cotton sched- 
ule, other than the rates on fancies and 
novelties, remain the same. There is 
one exception to this statement, and 
that is the reduction from the house 
bill on fashioned hosiery, where the 
committee has recommended the resto- 
ration of the rates of the existing law. 
The committee contemplates a still fur- 
ther substitution of specific for ad va- 
lorem rates in other paragraphs of the 
bill. 

Raw flax has been restored by the sen-

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There is one change in the free list 
which is of great general interest, and 
that is the provision in regard ¢6 free 
art. The house made paintings and 
sculptures more than twerity years old, 
free, and the senate committee has added 
to these works of art generally, includ- 


a hundred years old. 

The senate committee has taken no ac. 
tion’ as yet on the maximum end mimi- 
mum or the administrative 
sections of the bill. 

The Dingley rates on women’s and 
children’s gtoves, which were materially 
increased by the house, have been re- 
stored. 

The proviso of the Payne bill permit- 
ting the free entry of agriculturad im- 
plements under certain condtions has 
been stricken out, but various in- 


creases have been made in the duties 


coming under the agricultural schedule. 
The rates on corn, oats and wheat have 
heen increased 6 cents per bushel and 
the duty on rye has been made 20 cents 
instead of 10 cents per bushel. An in- 
crease of & cents ad valorem has been 
made in the rate on lower animals not 
epecifically provided for. 

In the articles listed under farm prod- 
ucts; sugar beets are given a reduction 
of 15 per centum in the duty. An @ad- 
ditional cent is added to the 2-vent duty 
on cabbages. The Dingley rates are re- 
Stored on pineapples, and an increase 
of one-fourth of a cent per pound ia 
accorded to lemons. 

Cheap Stockings, 

One of the most significant changes 
made by the senate committee is that 
which restores the rates of the Ding- 
ley law on women’s stockings. The 
house ways and means committee had 
provided in the Payne bill materia] in- 
creases in the duties on fashionable ho- 
siery. This schedule probably aroused 
more popular @fterest than any ether 
in the Payne bill, thousands of club 
women, principally in the west, taking 
a stand against the duty, and women 
employed in the hosiery factories of*the 
east declaring in favor of the increased 
rates. The increase provided in the 
Payne bill affected the cheaper grades 
of hosiery and did not disturb the duty 
on highest grade. ' 

Other changes in the cotton schedule 
include a provision that no cotton thread 
or carded yarn shall pay a jess rate of 
duty than 20 per centum ad valorem, 
and that threads and yarns, when mer- 
cerized, shall pay an additiona] duty 
of one-twentieth of | cent per number

Cotton and cotton waste and flax, 


are taken from the free list and pro- 
vided with a duty of 20 per centum ad 
valorem, although that unmanufactured 
is left on the free list. A minimum 
Tate of 26 per centum ad valorem is 
provided for spools, thread or cotton 
upon which a specific duty would equal 
a lower ad valorem rate. The para- 
graph covering cotton cloth not 
bleached or dyed is extended to include 
additional values. 
Cotton “Joker” Restored. 


The original provision of the Payne 
bill providing for the method by 
which the count of threads in cotton 
cloth should be determined and Which 
was alleged to be a “joker’’ which 
would increase the duty on cotton 
cloth 200 or 300 cent, has been prac- 
tically restored. The only exception 
made in the provision, so far as the 
count of threads is concerned, was the 
requirement that each ply of two or 
more ply thread shall be counted as a 
thread. The ways and means commit- 
tee, claiming that this provision has 
been put in the Payne bill without the 
intention of increasing the duties, pro- 
cured the adoption of an amendment by 
the house which restored the Dingiey 
provision for counting the threade in 
the cloth. Otherwise the cotton 
schedule is practically unchanged. Flax 
and flax straw are taken from the free 
list amd provided with duties of |! per 
cent per pound, and $5 per ton. 

The provision placing an increased 
duty on filler tobacco imported from 
coumtries which prohibit the importa- 
tion of American tobacco has been 
Stricken from the bill. This provision 
was aimed at Turkey, which exports 
the greater part of the filler tobacco 
which comes to this country, and 
which prohibits the importation of to- 
bacco raised in America. 

Duty on Barytes Cat. 

In the chemical schedules there are 
mumerous important changes. The 
Payne rates have been restored to var- 
nishes and on coal tar dies and colors. 
The southern states will be interested 
in the reduction of the duty on crude 
barytes from $1.60 to 75 cents per ton, 
the rate provided by the Payne bill be- 
fore it was amended in the house. 

A compound rate.of duty of 2% cents 
per pound and 15 per centum ad valo- 
rem is provided for glue valued above 
iQ cents per pound and not above 35 
cents per pound, instead of 4 28 per 
cent ad valorem duty. 
is provided with a 80 per cent reduc- 
tion, and oil of nuts, which was on the 
free list, has been made dutiable at 8 
cents per gallon. The rate on ultra- 
marine blue has been reduced three- 
fourths of a cent per pound. An in- 
crease of half a cent per pound has 
been made in vermilion red and 
cremean colors. Other increases are 
made in orange mineral, red lead, white 
lead, white acetate of lead, and several | 
other paints and colors and their com- 
ponent parts. 

By changing phraseology, the duties 
on common earthenware in two colors 
has been considerably decreased. A 
straight duty of $1.50 per ton is placed 
on asphaltum and bitumin in the crude 
state, and $3 per ton if dried. An ad 
valorem duty of 30 per centum is sub- 
stituted for the $3 rate on gas retorts, 
and a specific duty of 70 cents per hun- 
dred feet is placed on carbons for .elec- 
tric lighting, this being a reduction of 
20 cent; on the Dingley rate. The pro- 
vision stating that the value of corks, 
ce ps, labels and packing charges shall 
te added to the value of bottles filled 
with merchandise that is free of duty 
or subject to sapecific duties only, to 
determine the ad valorem rate on 
bottles, hae been stricken out.
